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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 6-17 are now cancelled based on the non-elected without traverse dated 
9/28/2004. 

Response to Argument 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

3. The applicant's argument that DuPre' et al. in view of Greenwood et al. are silent 
with respect to a capacitor having a plurality of terminals, wherein multiple first polarity 
connections are coupled to a single first polarity terminal and con^esponding multiple 
second polarity connections are coupled to multiple second polarity terminal. The 
examiner finds this argument persuasive. Therefore, the examiner made decision to 
allow this limitation over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5, and 18-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With respect to claims 1-5, and 18-21, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of a capacitor comprising a capacitor having a plurality of 
terminals, wherein multiple first polarity connections are coupled to a single first polarity 
terminal and corresponding multiple second polarity connections are coupled to multiple 
second polarity terminal.
